COMMONWEALTH OF MASSACHUSETTS

To either of the Constables of the Town of Whately, in 
the County of Franklin, 


GREETING: 


In the name of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts 
you are hereby directed to notify and warn the inhabit- 
ants of said Town, qualified to vote in elections and in 
Town affairs, to meet at the Town Hall in said Whately 
on Monday, the third day of February next, at ten o’clock 
in the forenoon, then and there to act on the following ar- 
ticles: 


Article I. To choose by ballot all necessary Town Of- 
ficers for the ensuing year: Moderator, Treasurer, Town 
Clerk, one Selectman for three years, Auditor, one Asses- 
sor for three years, one School Committee for three years, 
one Library Trustee for three years, one Library Trus- 
tee for two years, one Cemetery Commissioner for three 
years, Tree Warden, Elector under Will of Oliver Smith, 
Tax Collector, and Constables. 


Article II. To receive the reports of the various Town 
Officers and Committees, and act thereon. 


Article III. To raise such sums of money as may be 
necessary to defray the expenses of the Town for the en- 
suing year. 


Article IV. To see if the Town will vote to authorize 
the Town Treasurer, with the approval of the Selectmen, 
to borrow money from time to time in anticipation of the 
revenue of the financial year beginning January 1, 1941, 
and to issue a note or notes therefor, payable within one

year, and to renew any note or notes as may be given for 
a period of less than one year, in accordance with Section 
17, Chapter 44, General Laws. 


Article V. To see what the Town will do with the 
money received from the County, called the Dog Fund. 


Article VI. To see what the Town will do with the ac- 
cumulated income of $20.64 in the Danforth Poor and 
School Fund. 


Article VII. To see if the Town will raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $3000 for the maintenance of Highways 
under the provisions of Sections 26-29 of Chapter 81 of 
the General Laws and amendments thereto. 


Article VIII. To see if the Town will raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $500 for the maintenance of Chapter 
90 Highways, so-called; said money to be used in conjunc- 
tion with any money which may be alloted by the State or 
County, or both, for this purpose; or take any other ac- 
tion relative thereto. 


Article IX. To see if the Town will raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $1000 for the improvement of Hayden- 
ville Road, said money to be used in conjunction with any 
money which may be alloted by the State or County, or 
both, for this purpose, or take any other action relative 
thereto. 


Article X. To see if the Town will raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $270 for salaries and expenses of con- 
ducting Adult Americanization classes under the direc- 
tion of the School Committee, or take any other action 
relative thereto.

Selectmen's Report 


To the Citizens of Whately: 


In accordance with the requirements of the Statutes 
of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, we herewith 
submit our report for the year ended December 31, 1940. 


It has been found desirable to make several changes in 
the make-up of the Town Report this year, in the hope of 
making it more convenient for the reference, as well as 
more attractive in appearance, and we hope it will meet 
with your approval. 

We are glad to again be able to call attention to the 
reports of the Collector and Treasurer, showing continued 
highly satisfactory progress in the collection of taxes, 
with the natural result that the treasurer’s cash balance 
at the end of the year is the largest in many years, with 
no loans unpaid. | 

While no especially spectacular items have been ac- 
complished during the year, a few matters are deserv- 
ing of mention. 

Due to the generous appropriation for Bridges and 
Culverts given us at the annual meeting, we were able 
to replace two bridges on the Williamsburg Road by in- 
stalling heavy boiler-shells, which have a much longer 
life than the ordinary corrugated iron culvert, and will 
eliminate repairs for many years to come. If, however, 
we could have foreseen developments, one of these re- 
placements could have well been omitted, as it was found 
necessary, due to heavy hauling of gravel for the State 
highway underpass projects, to make extensive repairs 
to the Briggs bridge, this fall. However, funds for this 
work were provided by transfer from the Reserve account. 

We also made quite important repairs to four bridges 
damaged by the 1938 flood, for which the State provided 
a $700 grant, but which were fully completed for $421.48. 

It will be necessary to replank Lane Bridge and two 
other bridges this year. We might mention here that it 
will be necessary to replace Lane Bridge before many 
years with a more modern structure, and while it will 
probably be possible to obtain State and County aid in do- 
ae so, a good share of the cost will have to be paid by the 

own.

The establishment of a volunteer fire department, fol- 
lowing the purchase of a fire truck and equipment, is per- 
haps one of the most important accomplishments of the 
year. A complete report by the Chief appears elsewhere. 
In this connection, it should be noted, that, due to State 
laws, it was not possible to use the money received for the 
sale of the South School to purchase the fire truck, but by 
authority of the Commissioner of Taxation, the funds 
were taken from “free cash,” as voted. The school money 
is still intact as a Reserve Fund until such time as it may 
be needed for permanent construction or other projects 
for which long-term notes may be issued. 

The truck purchased for the Highway department has 
been a successful investment and highly satisfactory in 
operation. The earnings of the truck during the year 
have been $1,144.75, with an operating and repair cost 
of about $250. This sum has been increased by the earn- 
ings of the tractor-grader and other equipment to a total 
Of 1,665.25. 

The tractor-grader, however, has outlived it’s useful- 
ness, and the State engineers state they can no longer be 
expected to allow us to take credit for it’s use on State- 
aid projects. We recommend therefore that the Board 
be authorized to purchase a new tractor-grader. After 
a sufficient amount of money has been set up for operat- 
ing and maintaining road machinery, from the earnings 
of 1940, there will be a $1000 balance available for this 
purchase, leaving only a small amount to be raised by 
taxation. Definite figures were not available for presen- 
tation to the Finance Board, but will be furnished to the 
town meeting when the article appearing in the warrant 
is brought up. 

It is expected that the State will provide funds for 
Chapter 90 work this year, and we plan to complete the 
section of Haydenville Road at Dickinson’s corner, if the 
usual $1000 appropriation is made by the Town and 
matched by State and County. 

Our welfare problem, except for one case, has not been 
serious this year. This case, which is resident out-of- 
town, but with Whately settlement, has been an increas- 
ingly difficult matter to care for, and continues to be so, 
but we hope, with the co-operation of the City of resi- 
dence and the State, to be able to reduce its expense 
during the coming year. 

Old Age Assistance, as in all communities, continues 


ai 


to increase from year to year, but Federal grants have 
enabled us to keep its net cost to the Town down to prac- 
tically the same as last year. However, there is a def- 
inite increase in cases in prospect, and it is necessary to 
increase our budget by $500 for 1941. 

A request for increased funds for Recreation was not 
received too sympathetically by the Finance Board, as it 
is felt that such funds should be expended on more cen- 
trally-located facilities, to the benefit of the whole town. | 
If any definite suggestions are available, we hope they 
will be brought forward at town meeting. 

As will be remembered, in 1933, the town officers and 
teachers took a voluntary reduction in pay, due to strin- 
gent financial problems in the town. The teachers were 
returned to their normal salaries some time ago, and it 
now seems appropriate that the officers be allowed to re- 
sume the old basis, particularly as they are considerably 
out of line with those paid in other towns of similar size. 
The following are suggested revised salaries, which, with 
minor changes, are the same as those in effect in 1930. 
The appropriation recommended by the Finance Board, 
$1750, is sufficient to take care of these increases. We 
hope that any criticism or suggestions in this connection 
will be brought out in town meeting.

To the Citizens of Whately: 

I have completed a check of the books of the various 
town officials, and make the following report of my find- 
ings: :

The Treasurer has in his possession and due the Town 
on December 31, 1940 the sum of $16.078.73, said amount 
being verified by a check of the bank’s statement and 
actual count of cash on hand. There are no unpaid orders 
cutstanding. 

The Treasurer holds Tax Title Deeds amounting to 
3622.45, several redemptions having been made, and 
several low value parcels having had the right of redemp- 
tion foreclosed, during the year. Other parcels are to be 
foreclosed through the Land Court unless redeemed at 
once. 

In view of recent court decisions, we are fortunate in 
being able to enter the new year without requiring an 
appropriation for unpaid bills of 1940, the legality of such 
an appropriation being very questionable. 

My check of the Tax Collector’s records shows total un- 
collected taxes of $16.527.58, the details of which appear 
in his report herewith. It should be noted that this is the 
smallest carryover we have had in many years. 

Inasmuch as tax collections have been sufficient to 
maintain a substantial balance of cash in the Treasury, 
it was necessary to borrow only $5000 during the year, 
this being necessary to finance State Aid projects, as 
required by law, and this loan has been paid in full as of 
December 31st. 

The Balance Sheet herewith shows that the financial 
condition of the Town is excellent, and a moderate 
amount of “Free Cash”’ will be available to keep the tax 
rate at a reasonable figure this year.

Fire Chief's Report 


Board of Selectmen 
Whately, Massachusetts 
Gentlemen: 

At the last annual Town Meeting the sum of $2000.00 
was voted for fire equipment. Lawrence Robinson, Albert 
Zaskey and myself were appointed a committee to pur- 
chase this equipment. At a special Town Meeting an ad- 
ditional amount of $500.00 was voted for more hose and 
equipment. After a lot of thought and looking around 
the equipment that we now have was purchased from the 
Maxim Motor Co., fire equipment manufacturers, Middle- 
boro, Mass. We have 2600 ft. of hose, 2 pumps, a truck, 
ladders, nozzles and other items of fire fighting need. 

There was a Firemen’s Association formed with about 
22 active members. These men voted to turn their earn- 
ings into the association treasury and from this fund, 2 
raincoats, 2 pairs of boots, and gloves have been pur- 
chased for the comfort of the men. 

These men have also had a firemen’s training school 
and several have taken the advanced course; plans are 
being made for further schooling under the guidance of 
a trained teacher. 

The Department has answered: 


16 chimney fires 1 house fire 
4 grass fires 1 railroad fire 

We have enjoyed a reciprocal agreement with the 
South Deerfield Fire Department. 

The Department recommends that: the present fire 
emergency fund be changed to a Fire Dept. Fund so that 
all expenses for maintaining equipment and the purchase 
of supplies can be charged to this account. We further 
recommend that any unexpended balances be voted each 
year from the free cash to a Fire Dept. Reserve Fund so 
that there will be a growing fund for the purpose of re- 
placing equipment at some future date rather than havy- 
ing to appropriate a large amount at any one time.

Superintendent of Schools 


To the School Committee, Whately, Mass. 


I submit herewith my annual report as Superintendent 
of Schools of Whately. 


As mentioned in my last report few textbooks were 
purchased during last year. Both lack of funds and pros- 
pective changes in our requirements made this seem 
advisable. As soon as funds were available last spring 
needed standard reading material was supplied for the 
second, third and fourth grades. Later in September, 
following the adoption of a new reading system, the first 
grade received a new supply of reading materials suf- 
ficient for the first year’s work. Supplementary readers 
in science and health were added for the use of the third 
and fourth grades. Later worn out spelling books were 
discarded and a new system adopted in all grades beyond 
the first and directions for the use of each teacher were 
outlined and supplied. 

Much needed music books have been provided for the 
eighth grade. These will eventually be used in both the 
seventh and eighth grades. 


Standardized tests and achievement criteria used dur- 
ing the last months of the school year showed the effects 
of diligent work by the teachers and a good degree of ap- 
plication on the part of most of the pupils. These tests 
not only rate the achievement of the individual pupils 
but also the standing of the class and the school. Results 
were generally satisfactory and in some instances showed 
positive superiority. 

Twenty-five pupils completed the grammar school 
course last June and received completion certificates at 
the closing exercises successfully conducted by their 
teachers and classmates. All continued the school work 
in September. 
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In May Mrs. Margaret Brennan Farrell announced her 
resignation effective at the close of the school year. Mrs. 
Farrell came to the Whately school directly from the 
North Adams Normal School and gave her pupils sixteen 
years of devoted and faithful service. In whatever grade 
she was assigned, her class was always alert and well 
prepared, but her later assignment as principal of the 
Center school and teacher of the first and second grade 
children seemed particularly fortuitous, a happy climax 
to a successful teaching career. 


This designation of the Center building for the sole 
use of the lower grades last year was amply justified by 
improvements in the conditions of operation and the gen- 
eral spirit and attitudes of these younger pupils. 

In view of the continued decline in grade registration 
the Committee had for some time considered plans for a 
five-room organization. Careful estimate was made in 
June of the probable September registration and plans 
were perfected to place grades one to four in the two 
rooms at the Center, with Mrs. Dorothy MacKay as prin- 
cipal and teacher of the first and second grades and Miss 
Jennie Smith as teacher of grades three and four. The 
upper grades were assigned to the three rooms in the 
East building, with Mrs. E. Maybelle Roote as principal 
and teacher of the seventh and a division of the sixth 
grade. To Mrs. Marion Hager was assigned the fifth 
grade and the other division of the sixth. To Miss 
Frances Filipkowski was assigned the eighth grade. Mr. 
Stephen Maniatty and Miss Mary O’Donnell serve as 
teachers of art and music respectively. 

The total grade registration in September was 119 
pupils, a number close to the June estimate and fourteen 
less than the year previous. Though the census of Oc- 
tober showed a decrease in the seven-sixteen year group, 
there was an increase of five in the five-seven year group. 
The number of pupils registered in high and vocational 
schools during the last year shows an increase of six over 
the previous period. There will be no decided decrease in 
this group for another year or two. Unless conditions 
develop more favorable to employment, the emphasis now 
being placed upon trade and vocation training will appeal 
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more and more to our young people. In this connection it 
should be noted that an increase of six pupils in these 
groups means a tuition appropriation varying from $100 
to $130 each, depending upon what courses are chosen. 
A group of nine pupils completed high school courses 
last June, eight at Deerfield High School and one at 
Northampton High School. Three other pupils completed 
their courses at the Smith’s School in Northampton. 


During the summer a more economical and satisfac- 
tory plan was arranged for transporting the increased 
number of pupils attending Northampton schools. Mr. 
George Dickinson and Mr. William Heafey were success- 
ful bidders for these services and the plan has been in 
operation since September. 

Repairs during the past few years have not kept pace 
with the obvious needs of the school property. This year 
necessary improvements and replacements were made in 
the sanitaries at the East school and temporary repairs 
to the leaking roof and crumbling masonry. A general 
plan of repairs, requiring considerable expenditure but 
vital to the promotion and use of this structure has had 
the consideration of the Committee and awaits available 
funds for the purpose. An attempt has been made in the 
budget estimates to provide for such repairs as well as 
some increase in the tuition obligations. 


The practical activities of the Parent-Teacher Asso- 
ciation continues to be a helpful service to the Whately 
schools. They not only assist in maintaining interest in 
general educational matters but do not overlook the 
pupils themselves in their enjoyment as well as their 
work. 


You will be interested in the reports of the supervisors 
of music and art, the school nurse and the school physi- 
cian as well as statistical information to be found on 
other pages of this report. 


I am including in this report no recommendations for 
the coming year. I am fully aware that your committee 
is alert and well informed regarding the policies and 
needs of your schools and eager to make full use of re- 
sources made available for the education of the coming 
citizens of your community.

My dear Mr. Janes: 

Why is the attendance record good in the Whately 
schools? Is it not due in part to the constant watchful- 
ness of teachers and nurse for the first signs of illness 
and the exclusion of those pupils who may spread dis- 
ease among the others? This is not a result of one year’s 
work, or two or three, but of the educational work done 
over a period of many years. 

There has been much less illness among pupils and 
teachers, alike. The nurse’s responsibility includes both 
pupils and teachers. 

The common cold still baffles our efforts to keep chil- 
dren and teachers well. Isolation of the pupil or teacher 
during the first few days of a cold will help prevent a 
large number of colds in the school rooms. It is better 
for one pupil to be absent than a roomful of pupils to be 
ill with colds. 

What are some of the other measures which have helped 
Whately pupils to have good health? The preventive 
measures of vaccination against smallpox, immunization 
against diphtheria and dental clinics in the schools all 
play a part in keeping pupils in school. 

Although our record of immunization against diphthe- 
ria is not 100% perfect, an increasing number of children 
are entering school protected against it. Last April and 
May, 138 school and preschool children were given the 
three treatments of toxoid. 

The dental examination of 123 pupils in June showed 
17 who needed no dental work done; 16 others had all 
work completed. 90 operations consisting of filling, clean- 
ing or extraction were done. 27% of those examined, to 
have work completed, is a very low number. Until fa- 
thers, mothers and children realize the importance of 
teeth well cared for, including daily care as well as dental 
care, we will not have a proud record. I urge parents to 
give more thought to the necessity for good dental care 
of their children.

Your nurse assisted with the examinations of 127 chil- 
dren in April and 110 in October. These examinations re- 
vealed many defects, some of which have been corrected, 
many of which await correction. 

Your nurse also assisted Miss Juliet A. Whitteker, R. N. 
Consultant Nurse of the State Department of Public 
Health, with the audiometer tests of 92 pupils. Later - 
she secured the examination by the school physician of 
all those with loss of hearing for wax in the ears. Wax 
in the ears may be one of the causes of loss of hearing. 
It must be removed by a physician since it usually ad- 
heres to the ear drum. 

Frequent inspections of the pupils have served to de- 
tect the need of care or exclusion. 

Three children are happier, more alert pupils because 
of the care given them by the Crippled Children’s Clinic. 
Use of the Children’s Clinic at the Franklin County Pub- 
lic Hospital, the eye clinic and the tuberculosis clinic have 
been made in the interests and for the better care of some 
of Whately’s children. This care takes a lot of your 
nurse’s time, but it brings results. 

Last but not least among the duties of your nurse has 
been assistance in the health education of the children in 
her care. Films on health and recreation, books and other 
materials and talks with the pupils on many phases of 
health were used. No films have been shown this fall due 
to the lack of time allowed for school nursing. Health 
films not only activate children to follow health teachings 
but do so entertainingly. On every visit to the schools, 
the first question asked by the pupils is, “Pictures today, 
Miss Smith ?” 

In closing, may I express my deep appreciation of your 
ever ready understanding and help with health problems 
and acknowledge the wholehearted assistance of the 
teachers who are always ready to help with each and 
every examination, inspection, weighing, or whatever the 
nurse must needs do. My thanks are hereby given to par- 
ents and school committee, without whom our work 
would be less worthwhile.
